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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant agues that Brown does not teach 
creating the same folder configuration in a file system that reads documents by use of a scanner and files the documents on the basis of 
the obtained information. Examiner directs Applicant's attention to item 2 of the Final Rejection of 8 August 2006. As noted in item 2, the 
rejection is based on 35 USC 103, an obvious-type rejection. Brown does not teach using a scanner and filing documents on the basis of 
the obtained information. Yeung teaches a file system that reads documents by use of a scanner and files the documents on the basis of 
the obtained intormation. See the rejection for further arguments. 

Applicant argues that Hendricks does not teach creating a folder configuration in a file system. Examiner directs Applicant's attention to 
item 3 of the Final Rejection of 8 August 2006. 

Applicant argues that Sykes is merely cited as disclosing "whrein when a file is stored when a file is stored in a folder in the file system". 
This argument is in correct. Examiner directs Applicant's attention to item 4 of the Final Rejection of 8 August 2006. Sykes is cited as 
disclosing the entirety of claim 4, with an explanation as to Examiner's interpretation of the reference. 
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
